FoUett's  comes  clean  about  book  return

Ed  Leonard,  professor  of  business  and  man- 
agemeni  sciences,  holds  Pollen's  booksiore 
responsible  for  selling  sludents  a  defective  prod- 
uei. 

Leonard  said  business  sludenis  purcbascd 
copies  of  Ihe  annual  cdiiion  of  "Business 
Elbics"  for  use  in  a  business  cihics  class  only  to 
find  out  thai  Ibe  books  were  defeciive.  A  num- 
ber of  the  new  and  used  books  contained  major 
printing  errors.  There  were  several  pages  miss- 
ing, as  well  as  blank  pages  in  ihe  books. 

According  to  Leonard,  sludents  returned  the 
books  lo  die  booksiore  and,  if  ibey  bad  pur- 
chased a  new  book,  ihey  were  given  a  replace- 
ment If  students  had  purchased  a  defective  used 
copy  of  the  text,  they  were  forced  to  turn  in  iheir 
defective  copy  and  pay  [he  difference  for  a  new 
copy  According  to  Leonard,  Gary  Brantley. 
store  manager  of  Folletl's,  said  snidcnis  would 
have  to  pay  the  difference  since  the  bookstore 
did  noi  purchase  the  used  books  from  Ihal  pub- 
lisher 

"Regardless  of  where  Follctt's  had  secured 
ihe  books  and  wbeiher  ihey  were  new  or  used,  ii 
IS  a  fact  that  Pollen's  sold  a  defective  product." 
Leonard  said. 

He  said  he  called  die  publisher  to  solve  ihe 
issue  "I  didn't  think  it  was  my  responsibility  as 
a  professor  to  call  the  publisher.  I  dioughi  it  was 
the  bookstore's."  he  said 

Leonard  said  ihe  pubUshers  became  aware  of 
the  defect  early  in  the  fall  semester  The  pub- 
lishers assured  Leonard  they  had  sent  letters  to 
all  bookstores  serving  faculty  who  had  ordered 
the  lexi  for  use  in  their  classes. 

"I  can  only  assume  that  someone  in  the 
Folletl's  chain  received  a  copy  of  die  letter." 
Leonard  said,  "Siudenis  were  sold  defective 
copies  prior  to  the  sian  of  the  spnng  semester 
Some  of  ihese  were  new  and  some  were  not 


new  li  would  appear  thai  since 
Folletl's  knew  of  the  defect  problem 
thai  they  should  have  addressed  it  and 
ensured  thai  no  student  received  a 
defective  new  or  used  lent.  But  they 
did  not." 

"Nevertheless.  Pollen's  sold  Ihe 
defeciive  product  and  the  customer,  our 
siudenLs.  were  responsible  for  righting 
ihc  wrong, "  Leonard  said 

The  publisher  later  called  Leonard,^ 
and  informed  him  the  defective  books 
would  be  replaced  by  new  ones,  as 
long  as  the  total  number  of  returns  was 
not  greater  Uian  die  original  new  (e;tt 
order  Leonard  said  the  publisher 
would  also  pay  for  postage  bodi  ways, 

Leonard  then  wrote  a  letter  to  die 
bookstore  as  well  as  Walt  Branson, 
vice-chancellor  of  financial  affairs, 
staung  the  publisher's  policy. 

About  six  weeks  went  by  and 
l^onard  said  neidier  the  bookstore  nor 
Branson  had  contacted  him  regarding 
his  leitcr, 

Brantley  said  he  contacted  the  pub- 
hsber  and  was  informed  dial  the  books 
could  not  be  returned  since  they  had  been  put- 
chased  elsewhere. 

Upon  receiving  Leonard's  letter,  in  which  the 
publishers  told  him  that  they  would  refund  die 
new  and  used  Ixwks  alike.  Brantley  called  the 
publishers  again 

"1  then  called  ihe  publishers  and  told  Uiem 
thai  1  was  gelling  two  different  stories.  " 
Brandey  said.  'They  told  I^onard  ihai  the  books 
could  be  relumed,  and  initially  they  told  me  that 
the  used  books  could  not  be  relumed.  It  was 
then  that  die  publishers  lold  me  thai  they  would 
have  no  problem  retummg  ihe  used  books  " 

Brandey  said  he  tned  to  make  contact  with 
Leonard  after  he  spoke  with  die  publishers  "1 
left  a  message  because  1  wanted  to  discuss  ii 
with  him  (Leonard)  and  be  didn't  get  it." 


niley  said  "1  just  dioughi  everything  was 
okay  at  ibat  point," 

"As  far  as  I  know  it's  resolved,"  he  said. 
"The  sludents  widi  used  books  can  refund  them 
for  new  books,  and  diosc  who  initially  paid  die 
difference  for  a  new  book  can  also  be  refunded  " 

"I  figure  that  two  mondis  is  sufficient  ume 
lor  reconciliation  of  a  conflict,"  Leonard  said. 
"Now  I'm  supposed  lo  get  the  names  of  my  stu- 
dents who  have  the  defective  used  copies  and 
give  it  lo  the  book.viore. 

"Who  has  the  responsibility  to  make  sure  the 
sludents  don't  get  screwed*  Obviously  it  was  up 
10  me  in  diis  case."  Leonard  said,  "Pollcirs 
appears  lo  steadfasdy  adhere  lo  their  own  self- 
serving  policies  and  procedures,  no  mailer  what 
the  circumstances " 


VP  race 
draws  close

Like  die  IPSGA  presidential 
race,  the  bidding  for  the 
vice  presidency  is  heating 
up  in  preparation  for  next  week's 
student  vote 

Tan  'Tony"  Bui.  Chris  Douse, 
J  Tilden  Brown  and  Tony  Laux 
are  vying  for  the  student  govenn- 
meni's  second -highest  post, 

Bui.  a  senator,  president  of  the 
Iniernaiional  Students' 

Organization  and  member  of  the 
Association  of  Computing 
Machinery,  said  he  is  running 
because  student  government  needs 
to  emphasize  leadership  and 
involvement  with  student  life 
Furthermore,  he  says  students' 
interests  are  being  shoved  aside  in 
favor  of  special  mteresis 

A  management  information  sys- 
tems major,  Bui  said  he  wants  to 
know  why  tuition  and  fees  have 
continued  lo  rise  and  where  the 
additional  funds  are  going.  He  said 
be  also  wants  to  work  lo  transfer 
Walb  Union  operations  from  the 
continuing  education  department 
10  students,  so  they  are  free  for  stu- 
dent use, 

Bui  said  he  thinks  students 
should  voice  their  opinions  more 
than  they  do:  loo  many  people  are 
complaining  about  their  problems 
rather  than  working  together  to 
solve  them,  according  to  Bui 

He  said  he  has  spoken  to  many 
students  who  have  transferred 
because  of  the  stagnant  student  life 
at  this  campus,  as  well  as  infight- 
ing and  a  lack  of  campus  progress 
But  that  is  not  die  way  lo  deal  wiih 
problems,  he  said 

"For  the  last  couple  of  years, 
only  600  or  700  people  voted  (on 
the  technology  tee)  out  of  12.000," 
Bui  said,  "People  have  die  voice  .,. 
Sludents  are  the  bncks.  the  wire  ,,. 
but  they  don't  form  a  building.  It 
can't  be  'us'  and  'them,'  " 

Douse,  the  current  president's 
chief  of  staff,  said  he  wants  to  look 
into  Walb  Union  expansion  and 
levelling  off  of  tuition  levels. 

Douse  said  he  wants  lo  allocate 
more  space  in  Walb  lor  student  use 


and  expand  die  student  union.  He 
said  he  also  wants  to  continue  his 
work  with  diversity. 

Douse  said  his  agenda  is  most 
in  Ime  with  presidential  candidate 
Cieorge  Gounaris'  and  would  work 
to  make  die  senate  more  proactive 
on  issues  than  has  previously  been 
the  case 

Brown  was  the  first  person  lo 
declare  his  vice-presidential  candi- 
dacy He  said  he  is  campaigning 
on  the  lack  of  parking  space,  low- 
ering student  fees  and  improving 
the  student  union,  among  others. 

"My  goal  as  VP  IS  to  facili- 
tate student  involvement  in  issues 
students  have,"  Brown  said  "1  saw 
the  siudent  government  doing 
nothing  .,.  the  best  way  to  gel 
somediing  done  was  lo  be  presi- 
dent " 

Brown  said  be  wants  to  rally 
students  around  issues  He  wants 
lo  "encourage  students  to  actively 
use  their  rights," 

To  accomplish  their  goals,  how- 
ever. Brown  said  students  must 
still  support  the  government, 
IPSGA  can  be  there  for  the  stu 
dents,  but  they  must  stdl  walk  in 
he  said 

"Without  student  support,  we 
have  no  backing,"  Brown  said, 

Laux,  24,  a  criminal  Justice 
major  from  Columbia  City,  is  a 
first-semester  senator  and  chair  of 
the  IPSGA  legislative  committee. 
He  said  be  thinks  student  govern- 
ment has  done  well  this  year, 

"1  think  this  year's  administra- 
tion (IPSGA)  has  done  die  best 
thai  they  can,"  Laux  said. 

The  real  power  lies  in  the  uni- 
versity adminisirauon.  Laux  said. 
Tbe  student  govenuneni  has  taken 
an  unfair  amount  of  heat  when  Uie 
university  administration  has  more 
control  over  the  campus'  affairs, 
according  to  Laux. 

Laux  said  he  wants  to  see  the 
students  and  IPSGA  get  along  bet- 
ter than  they  have  in  the  past 

Laux  said  he  isn't  running  a 
very  aggressive  campaign  because 
be  wants  to  avoid  mudslinging. 
"I'm  really  kind  of  disappointed  ...

It  has 
been  ^aid  Ihal  there  are  even  those  who 
could  core  less  ahoul  ihc  t>ox  scores  and 
standings  that  appear  in  our  daily  news- 
papers. I  have  even  beard  it  ullcred  that 
there  may  be  (hose  who,  heaven  forbid, 
don'i  lune  into  ESPN's  Sports  Center 
for  a  daily  dose  of  the  world's  most 
important  news. 

Ii  is  in  those  people  (hai  I  address  the 
following  words. 

Sports  is  not  merely  an  extension  of 
life,  il  is  life  in  many  ways.  The  word 
sports,  in  and  of  iLself,  offers  a  whole- 
some flavor  of  fairness,  vigor  and  ea-se.

Freudians  might  say 
that  it  IS  man  playing  with  his  most 
priced  possessions.  FeminisLs  no  doubt 
point  to  the  machoism  of  sports,  and 
physicians  might  blame  testosterone  for 
the  populiirity  of  sports.  Tlirough  it  all 
there  is  no  denying  that  sports  serves 
the  human  needs  of  participants  and 
spectators  alike.
